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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-4, 9-35, and 37-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended claims 
feature a computing system comprising a bus including a channel manager component providing 
three different channel types, which facilitate communication with service providers and 
requestors, which also includes a service discovery component, identifying different interface 
types for the providers. Coupled to the bus are a service requestor container containing a 
requestor application, and a provider container containing a provider application. The provider 
container also includes an interaction broker with a request broker, which invokes the service 
provider application through an operation interface for received requests. The interaction broker 
also includes an event handler, which invokes the provider application based upon the read 
events, a stream handler, which invokes the provider application based on the read stream data. 
The channels correspond to different interfaces, and a data store is coupled to the containers. 
Because the bus employs at least three distinct channel types, in addition to the provider 
application being invoked in response to inputs, events, and streams, it is believed that the 
invention is novel. The examiner was unable to procure prior teachings of such features as 
claimed by the claims and could not render said features obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art, without the use of impermissible hindsight constructions. Additionally, Applicant's remarks 
regarding the claim amendments and the provided prior art reference's deficiencies are 
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persuasive, in that it does not teach the newly claimed features. It is therefore the examiner's 
belief that the claimed invention does indeed possess novelty.
